Extract from a Speech of 


HON. 
JOSEPH 6. 
CANNON, 


OF ILLINOIS, 


Jw «/te House of Representatives, 


March 16, 1874. 


I now desire to call the attention of 


the House for a few minutes to the 
proposed legislation to compel railroads 
engaged in carrying from State to 
State to do so at a reasonable rate. It 
is a well settled principle of common 
law. that, I believe, is not controverted 
by any, that common' carriers are 
bound to carry at a reasonable rate; 
and so far as the enforcement of that 
liability is concerned, as to commerce 
exclusively in a State, the power is in 
the State, and not in the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 
In my State '(Illinois) the 


constitution declares: 


The General Assembly nuall pass laws to 


correct abusea and prevent unjust discrimi- 
nation and extortions in the rates of freight 
and passenger tariffe on the different roads 
in the State, and enforce such laws by ad- 
equate penalties, to the extent if necessary 
for that purpose, of forfeiture of their prop- 
erty and franchises. 


But the laws of a State cannot be 


enforced outside of its own limits, and 
when shipments arc madk say from 
Illinois to New York, or liice versa, in 
transit, they must pass through puny 
States ; and even if it were practicable 
to agree in the enforcement of the ob- 
ligation resting upon common carriers 
to carry for reasonable rates, we have 
no assurance that they would all do so. 
For instance, if the shipment was made 
by tlie way of the Pennsylvania Cen- 
tral, New Jersey or some other State 
might in the interest of her own citi- 
zens or corporations in her own terri- 
tory permit them to charge excessive 
rates upon goods transported over her 
territory ; and to remedy evils of that 
kind that existed under the Articles of 
Confederation, the Constitution pro- 
vides— 
That CongrooH shftll hayu power to reg- 


ulate commerce witti foreign nations and 
among the Slalce. 


Many of the Slates since the adoption 


of the Constitution have attempted to 
affix burdens for their own benefit up- 
on interstate commerce. For instance, 
Pennsylvania, iu 1804, by an act of her 
Legislature, enacted that every railroad 
company should pay two con Is per ton 
to the State for every ton of freight 
transported over her territory. 
Upon 


a hearing of a case arising under the 
law, 
the courts of Pennsylvania sustain- 


ed the laws. 
On appeal, however, the 


Supreame Court of the United States 
held that the State of Pennsylvania hud 
no authority to enforce such laws, for 
the reason that it was a regulation of 
commerce between the States, a burden 
upon goods shipped through the State, 
and that Congress had that power, and 
not the State. Justice Strong, in dc-

livcriag the opinion of the court, used 
the following language: 
Beyond all question the transportation 


of freight, or the subjects of commerce for 
the purpose of exchange or sale, is a con- 
stituent of commerce itself. 
This has 


nftver been doubted; and probably tho 
transportation of articlea of trade from one 
State to another was the prominent idea in 
the minds of the framcrs of the constitu- 
tion, when to Congress was committed Ihe 
nower to regulate commerce among the 
several States. * * * Nor does it make 
any difference whether Ibis interchange 
of commodities is by land or water; in 
either case the bringing of the goods from 
the seller to the buyer is commerce. 
But we are told by some gentlemen 


who oppose the bill that true it is tho 
State of Pennsylvania cannot collect a 
tax from the carrier of two cents per ton 
on freight passing through her territory 
from or to other States, but that the 
State of Pennsylvania (I only speak of 
that State as an example) has created 
railway companies which in connection 
with other railway companies are enga- 
"•ed in commcrca between the States, and 
that such companies can, without refer- 
ence as to whether the charges are rea- 
sonible, advance the charges, and so far 
practically as the producer and consum- 
er are concerned (who in any event have 
it to pay) can lay a tax not of two cents 
nor ton but of ten or twenty cents a bush- 
el in the way of a charge for transporta- 
tion upon grain being transported over 
the territory of that State ; and still we 
are told that Congress has no power, in 
the regulation of commerce between the 
States" to prohibit such extortion. 


If that position be correct, then Penn- 


sylvania can authorize a creature of her 
own creation to do indirectly that which 
she cannot ia her sovereign capacity do 
directly, and if that can be done, then the 
power of Congress to regulate commerce 
between the States is a cheat, a fraud, a 
delusion. Pray, if Congress has not 
this power, what remedy has the produ- 
cer or manufacturer when he ia the sub- 
ject of extortion? Shall ho travel from 
Stcte to State and litigate in conns for 
the successive vblations of the laws by 
the railroad companies in refusing to 
carry at reasonable rates ? That is not 
practicable. 
For instance, a citizen of 


Illinois shipping a car-load of grain from 
Illinois to New York, if he obtained re- 
dress under such regulation, then under 
such regulation, under conflicting and 
dissimilar laws, and sometimes in hostile 
ourts, he would have to litigate in In- 
diana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, New Jersey 
and New York. 
Such regulation would 


practically amount to a denial of justice

My colleague, [Mr. EUBM, ] and oilier 


gentlemen who claim that Congress lias 
no power to compel railroad.-! engaged in 
inters to to commerce to carry at rounon* 
nblo rates, oitc in support of that posi- 
tion the romarktt of Justice Strong, in 
tlio case luat rot'errcd to, ( 15 Wallace,) 
which is iu tmbstaocc "that it is con- 
ceded that tliu owners of artiliciul 
highways hnvo the right to exact 
whut they please for the use of their 
ways." 


In reply I have tu .say, if that ia law, 


it applies to States IIH well n» the Federal 
(lovornraont, for thu remark is without 
qualification ;but it is not tlie law.— 
Tho question of the power of Ilio State 
or l''edcrnl Government to control rail- 
ways so ns to make them carry at a reu- 
xoiinblo rate was not before (lio courts 
for consideration, and the roui.irk ul'tlic 
justice warf by Way of argument, and il- 
lustration ; and ho took the pains, no 
doubt for fear that Nome one would sui/,o 
upon what wan said incidentally us un 
announcemont of the law, to especially 
mate in the same concctiorij(15 Wallace, 
page 278} that "nil this, however, i.s ab- 
Htract mm apaitfrom the case bul'ore us," 
And if further proof is needed that ho 
did not intend to announce a principle 
of law, it can bo found in the opinion 
of the seme court afterward »ivon by 
tliosiirue judge, and reported in 1C Wnl- 
laco,in which it 'n said, in speaking of 
a railroad, "Tho use can bo denned ; its 
tools and rates for transportation may 
bo limited." 


My colleague also ohi'itus that 
thu 


common-law liability renting upon com- 
mon carriers, to carry at reasonable 
rated, can only bo enforced by the States, 
as the common law is not it part of tho 
L'Yderal law, and further, 
that he 


has boon taught to look at thu enumer- 
ation of powers in tho Constitution for 
authority for congressional action. 


In reply, Mr. Speaker, to that argu- 


ment, [admit that the Federal (iovcrn- 
mcnt is ono of special powora, but \\licn 
jurisdiction and power are given to it 
by tho Constitution, n,s to such powers 
it is supreme. 
Section 8 of article 1 of 


the Constitution not only gives, in MJ 
many words, power to Congress to ieg- 
ulato eouunorce among the several 
States, but also auUiuri/CH Congress— 


To make all the laws vvliieli uliall hence 


cusury anil proper for carrying into execu- 
tion Iho foregoing powers, and all oilier 
powers VIM tod by this C'onsti'ititlon in Hie 
Onvorninutu of thu United State.", or !u any 
ilopikitiiicnt or olllcer lliereof. 


Ho, then, by express provision ol the 


Constitution, as plain us wouls can 
j;ivo it as to this matter of euinnieiee 
between the Ktale.H, Congress lias the 
power tn adopt thu common law in 
whole or in part, or to enuU any other 
legislation that it may HOD proper, or 
tli.it may become nceeshnry, tu regulate 
Ilio Hfiuio; and it'll requires a decision 
of tho Supreme Court to isUblisli that 
which tho common sense of every man 
tolU hiui'as to what, commerce is, we 
Iwvo it, ni before shown, namely, the 
Supremo Court has expressly liulel that 
"ihcjbringing of goods from the boiler 
to thu buyer is commerce," and in the 
c.isc under 
consideration 
commerce 


consists of the transportation of goods 
from a consignor in one State to a con- 
signee in another State, by u railroad, 
for a prico to bo paid. 
That is the 


wholo transaction, and is .subject in all 
its parts to regulation by Congress. 


The opponents of this bill say that 


Congress may regulate as to the kind of State-rights 
car, as to s»futy, etc., that shall be 
u*vd,iind that stock shall bo watered at 
certain interval^, and matters of that 
kind; but as to tho practical, most 
material part of tho transaction, the 
price to be paid, as to whether it shall 
be reasonable or not, Congress luis no 
power in the promise!) 
If they be cor- 


rect, then Congress only has power to 
make partial regulations as to commerce 
between tho States j whereas tho grant 
covers commerce in that case as an en- 
tirety. 


My uolleajjuc^also claims that the lail- 


roiids wore built under charters planted 
by the respective States, and that tlie 
clmrtcrjis u contract between tho State 
and Co building tho road , and that, 
now thu roads are built, the United 
Slates cannot 
step in and regulate 


the charges of tho same for Iran.sportu- 
I'.on. 


In reply I say, it is not claimed nor 


does tho bill under consideration pro- 
vide for tho regulation of commerce in 
any Slate; on tho eontraiy, it is ad* 
mitted |cxpre$sly that such commerce 
is wholly under tin- control 
of the 


State where it is carried on , but the 
Constitution was in force nt tho time 
tin-so road* were built, and their char- 
ters and rights arc subject to tho same; 
and when roads built uudor charters 
from different States form connections, 
or make consolidations, and engage in 
commerce from State to State, then 
that commerce is subject to regulation 
by Congress; and that is what is 
sought to be done by this bill, 


Some gentlemen who concede the 


power of Conuress in the premises de- 
ny the expediency of excrei-ing that 
power, sii) ing that it is not pr.ielica- 
oln 
lo legist ite 
upon 
this subject; 


tlmt reasonable rates can only be nscer- 
t lined by railway experts., and that it 
11 plieing t o ) mil -li power in the hands 
of nine rommi'-sioners to permit them, 
in iheir ministerial capacity, to ascer- 
tain what rates shall be jprlma facie 
reasonable, 


I ncknowlo Ige that the enactment 


of praitic.il legislation is not without 
dilhi i i l t v , .in 1 I have no doubt but it 
will I.ike (.me mid experience to por- 
fivi iho Mini', and in the over-varying 
iii'ecisiiir.i ol'ihe country, no doubt nd- 
iliuima! le^i-«lit'mn will, from time to 
time, bo demanded 
It is demanded 


upon nitniist nil other wnUors that are 
sulijocls ol' legislation, and for that very 
pin pose we have annual serious of 
I'oii^ii'w , in I lie is but a poor states- 
man wiiu i.-hi-us legislation upon a 
nivcn nulijC't win n it is required, be- 


cause of tho difficulty of perfecting tho 
samo. Tho truth is, the longer it is 
deferred tho moro difficult it will be, 
and the aoouer wo start the Booner we' 
will come to the journey's and. 


My colleague (Mr. -Mctyulta) ha* 


well said that it is safer to trust nine 
men without interest in the business, 
sworn to perform their duty, subject 
to removal by tho President and under 
tho supervision of Congress, to ascer- 
tain what charges shall be prima facie 
reasonable, than it is to trust Ove men, 
the controllers of tho-great trunk] lines, 
whose chief desire in many >in*tanocs js 
to make dividends upon vjaterod and 
fictitious stock, to absolutely fix-unrcn^ 
sonablo rates amounting to extortion, 
and if Congress refuses or fails in the 
premises, then in tho future, as in the 
recent past, the country is at tho mcr~ 
cy of the sixty-thousand,miles of rail- 
road now in operation^ 
.') 


Mr. Speaker, this question will be 


solved ; if this Congress does not tako 
a step forward the next will. 
The peo- 


ple, have put their hands to the plow 
and will not look back, 


I do not mean that it would bo light 


or proper to oppress the railroad inter- 
est by onerous legislation. 
There is 


no such demand made. 
If the rail- 


way interest of this country is to be 
permanent it must have a fair living 
compensation for tho use ofcapit.il act- 
ually invested, (notdividends upon wa 
tcrcd or fictitious stock,) and it would 
be suicidal to* putstio a policy that 
would unjustly discriminate against 
thntornny other interest. 
Oil the 


other hand, if the railroad interest 
thrive- unduly at the expense of tho 
agncu'tural and manufacturing inter- 
ests ol the country, than thofce inter- 
ests will doterioale, and 
if thu rail- 


roads could succeed in pcipctuating ex- 
tortion, liko thu woman in
